ye be come to the Common-Councll, ye ſhall not from thence depart, till the Common-Council be 
ended, without reaſonable cauſe be elle by the Mayor's licence: And alſo that all ſecret things 
that be ſpoken or ſaid in the Common-Council, the which ought to be kept ſecret, ye ſhall in no 
wiſe diſcloſe. As God pou help. 


And that together with the ſaid Oath of their Office, you adminiſter to the ſaid perſons that (hall be 
choſen of the Common⸗Countil, the Daths of Supzemacy and Allegiance, and the other Dath hereafter 


following. 


A. B. Do utterly teſtifie and declare in my conſcience that the FIN G's Highneſs is the 


onely Supreme Governour of this Realm, and of all other his Highneſs es Dominions and Coun- 
tries, as well in all Spiritual or Eccleſiaſtical things or cauſes as Temporal ; And that no Forein 
P. ince, Perſon, Prelate, State or Potentate, hath or ought to have any Jurisdiction, Power, Supe- 
riority, Preeminence or Authority Eccleſiaſtical or Spiritual within this Realm: And therefore I do 


utterly renounce and forſake all Forein Jurisdictions, Powers, Superiorities and Authorities, and 


do promiſe that from henceforth I ſhall bear Faith and true Allegiance to the XV G's Highneſs, 
his Heirs and lawful Succeſſors; and to my po xer ſhall a ſiſt and defend all Jurisdictions, Privi- 
ledges, Preeminences and Authorities granted or belonging to the HIVG's Highneſs, 
his Heirs and Succeſſors, or united and annexedto the Imperial Crown of this Realm. So help

IA, B. Do truly and ſincerely acknowledge, profeſs, teſtifie and declare in my conſcience 
fore God and the world, that our Sovereign Lord Xing CHARLES is lawful and rightful 


neither of himſelf, nor by any authority of the Church or See of Rome, or by any other means with 
any other, hath any power or authority to depoſe the King, or to diſpoſe any of his Majeſtie's King- 
doms or Dominions, or to authorize any Forein Prince to invade or annoy him or his Countries, 


Hing of this Realm, and of all other his Majeſtie's Dominions and Countries; and that the Pope, 
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or to diſcharge any of his Subjects of their Allegiance and obedience to his Majeſty, or to give Li- 
cenſe or leave to any of them to bear Arms, raiſe Tumults, or to offer any violence or hurt to his 
Majeſties Royal Perſon, State or Government, or to any of his Majeſtie's Subjects within his Ma- 
jeſiie's Dominions.

ſ:ch ſentence or Declaration, or otherwiſe ; and will doe my beſt endeavour to diſcloſe and make 
known unto his Majeſty, his Heirs and Succeſſors, all Treaſons and Traitorous Confpiracies which! 
ſhall know or heir of, to be againſt him or any of them. And I do farther ſwear, th t I do from my 
heart abhor, deteſt and abjure, as impious and he etical, this damnable Doctrine and Poſi-1on, that 
Princes watch be excommanica'ed or deprived by the Pope, may be depoſed or murthered by their 
Subjects, or any other whatloever. And I do believe, and in conſcience am reſolved, that neither 
the Pope nor any perſon whatſoever hath po er to abſolve me of this Oa th, or any part thereof, 
which 1 acknowledge by good and full Authority to be lawfully adminiſtred unto me, and do re- 
nounce all pardons and diſpen{.tions to the contrary, And all thele things I do plainly and ſin- 
cerely acknowledge, and {wear according to theſe expreſs words by me ſpoken, and according to 
the plain and ccmmon ſenſe and underſtanding of the ſame words, without any equivccation, cr 
we tal eva Jon, cr ſecret reſervation whatſoever ; Ar d do make this Recognition and acknow- 
ledgment heartily, willingly and truly, upon the true faith of a Chriſtian.

And farther, that you likewiſe adminiſter to the ſame perſons that ſhall be ſo elected of the Common-

I A. B. Do declare, That 1 hold that there is no obliga:ion upon me or any other perſon 


from the Oath commonly called Ihe Solemn League and Covenant; And that the ſame was in it ſelf 


an unlawful Oath, and impoſed upon the Subjects of this Realm againſt the known Laws and Li- 


beities of the Kingdom. | 

Foz that otherwiſe, if the ſaid perſons, oꝛ any of them, that ſhall be elected as afozeſaid of the Common- 
Countil, ſhall not take the ſaid Paths, and ſubſcribe the ſaid Declaration, their election and choice is by the 
late An of Parliament, koꝛ the Governing and Regulating of Cozpozations, enacted and declared to be void.

Raker. laid Mard, attoꝛding to the cuſtom yearly uſed in that behalf : which Conſſables have and ſhall have full 
power and authoꝛity to diſtrain foꝛ the Salary and Quarterage of the ſaid Beadle and Raker, as oftentimes 
as it ſhall be behind oꝛ unpaid, 

Roll ef nams 7 Allo that you keep a Roll of the names, ſurnames, dwelling⸗plates, pꝛofeſſions and trades of all perſons 
dwelling within your Mard, and within what Conſtables Þzecine they dwell, wherein the place is to be 
ſpecially noted by Strict, Lane, Alley, oz Sign. 

Conſtables. 8 Alſo that you cauſe every Conſtable from time to time to certific unto you the name, ſurname, dwelling⸗ 
place, p:ofeition and trade of every perſon who ſhall newly come to dwell within his Pzecine, whereby you 

Roll. may make andkep your Roll perfect; And that you cauſe every Conſtable foz his Pzecinct, to that purpoſe, 
to make and keep a perfect Roll in like manner. es | 

inholder. 9 Allo that you give ſpecial charge that every Jnholder and other perſon within your Ward, who thall 

Lodge. reteive any perſon to lodge oz ſojourn in his houſe above two dates,thall,befoze the third day after his coming

Seurch. jk nird require, to make diligent ſearch and inquiry what perſons be newly come into his Pzecinc to dwell, 
ſojourn oꝛ lodge: and that you give ſpecial charge, that no Inholder oz perſon ſhall refit oz deny any Conſta⸗ 
ble in making ſuch ſearch oꝛ inquiry, but ſhall do his beſt endeavour to aid and aflift him therein. | 

II Andfo2 that oflate there is moze reſozt to the City of perſons evil-affeced in Religion and otherwiſe 
then in fozmer times hath bien; you ſhall diligently enquire it any man be received to dwell oz abide within

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13 Alfo that you have ſpecial regard that from time to time there be convenient pꝛobiſion fo: Þoks, 
Ladders, Buckets, Spouts and Engines, in met places within the ſeveral Pariſhes of your Ward, foz 
avoiding the peril of fire. ES 

14 Allo that the Streets and Lanes of this City be from time to time kept clean befoze every Church, 
Þouſe, Shop,TWare-houſe,Deoz, Dead-wall, and in all other common paſſages and Streets cf the laid Ward. 

15 And whereby divers As of Common-Council, afozetiine made and eſtabliſhed foz the common weal 
of this City, among other things, it is Oꝛdained and Enaced.as hereafter enſueth ; 

Alſo it ts Oꝛdained and Enacted, That from hencefozth no Þuckſter of Ale o2 Beer be within any Ward of 


man of the Ward fo2 the time being; and that the ſame Þuckflers do find ſufficient ſurety afoze the Mayoꝛ 
and Aldermen koꝛ the time being, to be ol god guiding and rule: and that the ſame Þuckſters ſhall kirp no 
KLawdzy, no? ſuffer no Lechery, Dice, Playing, Carding,o2 any other unlawful Games to be done, exerciſed 
oꝛ uſed within their houſes and to ſhut in their dozs at nine of the clock in the night, from Michaelmas to 
Caller, and from Eaſter to Mithaelmas at ten ofthe clock in the night, and after that hour ſell no Ale oz 
Beer: And ifany Þuckſter of Ber oz Ale, after this Act publiſhed and pzoclaimed, ſell any Ale oz Beer 
within any Ward of the City of London, and be not admitted by the Alderman of the ſame Wardſo ro do, 
02 find not ſufficient ſurety, as it is above rehearſed, the ſame Þuckfler to have impziſonment, and wake 
fine and ranſome foꝛ his contempt, after the diſcretion of the Mayoꝛ and Aldermen: And allo that the ſaid 
Huckſters ſuffer no manner of common eating and dꝛinking within their Cellars oꝛ UHaults, contrary to the 
D2dinance thereof oꝛdained and pꝛobided, as in the ſaid Act moze plainly appeareth at large: We charge you 
that you put the ſame in due execution attoꝛdingly. 

16 And allo that ye ſi all Cipplers, and other ſellers of Ale o2 Beer, as well pzivy Oſteries, as Bꝛewers 


and Inholders, within your Ward, not ſelling by lawful meaſures ſealed and marked with the City Arms c2 


Dagger, be pꝛeſented, and their names in your ſaid Indentures be expꝛelled, with their Defaults, ſo that the 
Chamberlein may be lawfully anſwered of their amercements. 

17 And alſo that you ſuffer no Alien, 02 ſon of any bozn an Alien, to be of the Commen-Council, noz to 
exerciſe o2 uſe any other Office within this City, noꝛ receive oꝛ accept any perſon into your Watch, pzivp, e2 
open, but Engliſh-men boꝛn: and if any Stranger bozn cut cf this Kealm, made denizen by Letters Patente, 
oꝛ any other after his courſe and lot be appointed to any Match, that then ye tommand and tompel him 
oꝛ them to find in his ſtead and plate an Engliſh-man to ſupply the ſame. 

18 And alſo that you cauſe an Abfirac of the Ailiſe appointed by A of Parliament foꝛ Billets and other 
Fire-wood to be fair weitten in Parchment, and to be fixed oz hanged up in a Table, in ſome fit and conve- 
nient place in the Pariſh within your Mard, where the common people may beſt ſ the ſame. 

19 And furthermoze, we charge and command you, that you cauſe ſuch pzoviſion to be had in your laid 
ard, that all the Strets and Lanes within the ſame Ward be from time to time cleanſed and clearly 
voided of D2zdure, Dung, Wire, Rubbilh, and other filthy things whatſoever be to the annoiante ofthe Rings 
Majeſties Subjects, g | | | | 

20 And allo that at all times as you ſhall think neceſſary, you do cauſe ſearch to be made within your ſaid 
Ward koꝛ all vagrant Beggars, ſuſpicious and idle people, and ſuch as cannot ſhew how to live; and ſuch 
as lhall be found within your ſaid ard, that you cauſe to be puniſhed and dealt with atcozding to the 
Laws and Statutes in ſuch caſe oꝛdained and p2ovided. 

21 And alſo we will and charge you the ſaid Alderman, that your ſelf certifie and pꝛeſent befoze us at the 
ſaid general Court, to be holden the afozeſaid Monday next after the Feaſt of the Epiphany.all the names and 
ſurnames truly witten of ſuch perſons within your ſard Tlard as be able to paſs in a Gzand-Jury by 
themſelves 3 and alſo all the names and ſurnames truly wꝛitten of ſuch perſons being and dwelling within 
your ſaid Mard, as be able to paſs in a Petty-Jury by themſelves 3 that is to ſay , every Gꝛand⸗Jury⸗ 
man to be wozth in gods an hundzed marks, and every Petty-Jury-man fozty marks, accozding to an Aa 
in that caſe oꝛdained and pꝛovided: and the ſame you ſhall indozſe on the back⸗ſide of your Indenture. 

22 Item, fo2 divers reaſonable and urgent conſiderations us eſpecially moving, we fireightly charge and 
command you on the King our Sovereign Loꝛds behalf, That you diligently pzovide and fozeſce; that ns 
manner of perſon oz perſons within pour ſaid Ward, what condition 62 degree ſoever he o2 they be of, 
kirping any Tavern oz Ale-houſe, Ale-ſeller, oꝛ any other Uictualling-houſe, oz place of common reſozt to eat 
oꝛ dzink in, within the ſame Mard, permit oz ſuffer at any time hereafter any common woman of their bo⸗ 
dies, 02 Þarlots; to reſozt and tome into their ſaid houſe,o2 other the places afozeſaid, to eat oꝛ dzink,o2 other- 
wiſe to be converſant oꝛ abide, oꝛ thither to haunt oꝛ frequent, upon pain of impꝛiſonment, as well of the Te- 
nant and kieper of every ſuch houſe oz houſes, and all other the plates afoze remembzed, as of the common 
woman oꝛ parlots. ; ? 

23 Allo that you do give in charge to the Wardmote Inqueſt of your Mard all the Articles delivered to 
you herewith, and that you dave a ſpecial care of kieping the peace and god oꝛder during your Wardmote, 
and if any offend herein, you fine oꝛ puniſh him oz them accozding to Law. : 

Not failing hereof, as ye tender the common weal ofthis City, and advancement of good Jufſice, and as 
ye will anſwer foꝛ the contrary at your uttermolt peril, Dated at under the Seal-Office
